Election/Restrictions 



Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Claim(s) 1-8, drawn to method of making a medicament using proteosome inhibitors. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

Under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special technical features for 
the following reasons: 

According to PCT Rule 13.2, unity of invention exists only when there is a technical 
relationship among the claimed inventions involving one or more of the same or corresponding 
special technical features. When Markush groupings is for alternatives of chemical compounds 
they shall be regarded as being of a similar nature where, A) all the alternatives have a common 
property or activity mid either, Bl) a common structure is present, i.e., a significant structural 
element is shared by all of the alternatives, or B2) in cases where the common structural feature 
can not be the unifying criteria, all alternatives belong to a recognized class of chemical 
compounds in the art to which the invention pertains. 

In the present instance all the inventions are asserted to be proteosome inhibitors. 
However, they do not share a common chemical structure and they are not an art-recognized 
class of compounds. The test for unity of invention requires both A and either 81 or B2 be 
satisfied. In the instant case the compoxmd fail to satisfy either Bl or B2. Therefore, no unity of 
invention. 



The species are as follows: 
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Methods of using different species of proteosome inhibitors. AppHcant is required to 
elect a single species of proteosome inhibitor. 

All claim(s) are generic: Claims 1-8 are found to be generic. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the claims 
shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply must also identify 
the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims subsequently added. An 
argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered non-responsive 
unless accompanied by an election.
